A New Era for the Supreme Court 


Three female justices 
prove progress, but 
partisan split looms 


Washington 

The Supreme Court begins its new 
term Monday with unprecedented 
diversity among its members but also 
the potential for a split that would for 
the first time in decades reflect the 
partisan ideologies of the presidents 
who appointed them. 

The defining story of the new 
term maybe twofold: the rapid evo- 
lution of the court headed by Chief 
Justice John G. Roberts Jr. — the first 
of four new justices in the past five 
years — and what the change injus- 
tices means for the court. 

The most obvious will be the pres- 
ence of three women. Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg said it will send a 
powerful signal about the nation’s 
governance when she and Justices 
Sonia Sotomayor and Elena Kagan 
take their places. 

“The major difference is going 
to be the public perception of where 
women are in the justice system,” 
Ginsburg said. 

But another change could be prob- 
lematic for a court that goes to great 
lengths to distinguish itself from the 
political branches of government.

A Shifting Court 

In recent years, the start of a new term has been 
accompanied by speculation about who might 
retire.

Stephen Breyer is 72. Ginsburg has said she intends 
to stay on the court for five more years or so. Since

Afghans Closing Security Firms 



Government begins 
move to rid country 
of private contractors 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

The Afghan government said Sun- 
day it has started dissolving pri- 
vate security firms in the country 
by taking steps to end the opera- 
tions of eight companies, includ- 
ing the firm formerly known as 
Blackwater and three other inter- 
national contractors. 

“We have very good news for the 
Afghan people today,” presidential 
spokesman Waheed Omar said. 
“The disbanding of eight private 
security firms has started.” 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
announced in August that private 
security contractors would have to 
cease operations by the end of the 
year — wiping out an industry with 
tens of thousands of guards who pro- 
tect military convoys, government 
officials and businesspeople.

Exit poll: Rousseff 
in position to succeed 
wildly popular Silva 

Sao Paulo 

A one-time Marxist guerrilla cho- 
sen by Brazil’s most popular lead- 
er in history to succeed him took a 
wide lead in Sunday’s presidential 
election, but a second-round vote 
was possible, a TV network’s exit 
poll indicated Sunday. 

The Globo network’s poll car- 
ried out by the respected Ibope poll- 
ing institute indicated that Dilma 
Rousseff won 51 percent of the vote, 
compared to 30 percent for oppo- 
sition candidate Jose Serra. The 
exit poll interviewed 4,300 peo- 
ple in nearly 500 counties across 
Brazil. The margin of error was 
2 percentage points. 

A candidate must win a majori- 
ty of the vote to avoid heading into 
a Oct. 31 runoff vote. 

Rousseff, a 62-year-old career 
bureaucrat who has managed in a 
decidedly pragmatic fashion since 
her rebel days, represents the rul- 
ing Workers Party and would be 
Brazil’s first female leader. 

She is the personal choice of 
outgoing President Luiz Inacio

Lula da Silva, universally known 
as Lula, who led Brazil to unparal- 
leled economic growth, increased 
the nation’s political clout on the 
global stage, and leaves office with 
80 percent approval ratings. 

Despite an ethics scandal in the 
final weeks of the race, Rousseff s 
numbers barely ticked down, and 
the last polls published had put 
her 20 percentage points ahead 
of Serra. If the election does go to 
a second ballot, it could be due to 
spoiler candidate Marina Silva, a 
former environment minister who 
is not related to the president. In the 
Ibope exit poll, she had 18 percent 
of the vote, well above the 14 per-

State Department warns 7\mericans in Europe to be vigilant amid terror threats 


Madrid 

A rare advisory for U.S. travel- 
ers to beware of potential terror- 
ist threats in Europe drew Amer- 
ican shrugs Sunday from Paris to 
Rome, but tourism officials wor- 
ried that it could deter would-be 
visitors from moving ahead with 
plans to cross the Atlantic. 

The travel alert is a step below a 
formal warning not to visit Europe, 
but some experts said it could still 
hurt a fragile European economy 
already hit hard by the debt crisis. 

“I think if someone was looking 
for an excuse not to travel, then this 
is just the ticket,” says George Hobi- 
ca, founder of Airfarewatchdog. 
com. “However, I don’t think most 
people will alter their plans unless 
the threat is very specific.” 

The State Department alert 
advised the hundreds of thousands 
of U.S. citizens living or traveling 
in Europe to take more precautions 
about their personal security. Secu- 
rity officials say terrorists may be 
plotting attacks in Europe with 
assault weapons on public places, 
similar to the deadly 2008 shoot- 
ing spree in Mumbai, India. 

Without a specific threat, howev- 
er, American visitors were not letting 
the alert disrupt their travels. “We 
live in New York. So, in New York we 
think about these things all the time,” 
said Richard Mintzer, a 55-year-old 
American visiting Italy with his wife. 
“I wouldn’t say we are particularly 
worried in Rome, no more than we 
would be at home or anywhere in 
the Western world.” 

The impact on travel could 
deepen if the threat highlighted by 
the Obama administration leads to 
new, tighter security measures in 
airports and elsewhere, said Henry 
Harteveldt, a travel analyst for For- 
rester Research. But the U.S.-based 
Air Transport Association, a trade

Personal Finance 

The nickel-and-diming never 
stopped. The fees were constant: $28 
to cash a paycheck. A dollar fifty for a 
money order. A dollar or more every 
time I swiped the prepaid cash card 
I bought at the drugstore. 

In all, I racked up $93 in fees in 
a monthlong experiment of living 
without a bank and making a go 
of it on the economic fringe. That 
works out to $1,100 a year just to 
spend my own money. 

It may be hard to fathom why 
anyone would live this way, but a 
federal study last year found that 
about one in four U.S. households 
skirts banks and relies on servic- 
es such as check-cashing and pay- 
day loans. To find out what it’s 
like to survive on these services, 
I decided to put away my cred- 
it and debit cards for one month. 
It turns out fees were only part of 
the problem. 


The Costs 

I don’t recall the last time I had 
to cash a check, so I had no idea 
how expensive it could be. I forked 
over $56 to cash two paychecks at 
grimy check-cashing stores. This 
accounted for more than half my 
total fees. And I was lucky. The 


check- cashing fee in New York is 
capped at 1.83 percent. In Florida 
and Maine, where the cap is 5 per- 
cent, check cashing could have cost 
almost three times as much. About 
half of states set no limits. 

Most of my remaining costs, 
about $34, went to fees on pre- 


paid cards. These charges were the 
most frustrating because they were 
so unpredictable. The two cards I 
used each cost $4.95 — on top of 
the money I was putting on the 
card — but came with wildly dif- 
ferent terms. Some cards cost as 
much as $29.95 up front. 


The Hassles 

So many of my finances are auto- 
mated — direct deposit, automat- 
ic bill pay — that it was jarring to 
spend so much time waiting in 
Soviet-style lines to cash checks 
and pay rent. At the check-cashing 
place, I squirmed when the clerk 
counted out my money by snapping 
each $100 bill high in the air. In my 
mind, the line of customers behind 
me was counting along in unison. I 
also felt self-conscious when using 
my temporary prepaid card, which 
looked cheap, even fake. 

Then there was the time a hotel 
charged my NexisCard $400 in case 
I incurred any incidentals. I was 
told the charge would be refund- 
ed at checkout. But it took multi- 
ple calls over three weeks to get 
my money back. The appearance 
of mystery transactions made me 
paranoid, too. Twice, I spotted a $3 
entry for a “retail reload.” It turns 
out both were credits for prior com- 
plaints about incorrect fee charg- 
es. I learned this only after talking 
with NexisCard CEO Andrew Siden 
weeks later as part of the reporting 
process, candice choi (ap)

Black Voters Key in Md. Gov. Race 


African Americans’ 
turnout at the polls 
looms large in election 

Annapolis, Md. 

With less than a month until Elec- 
tion Day, Maryland Gov. Martin 
O’Malley’s chances of winning a 
rematch against his Republican 
predecessor could rest upon a big 
unknown facing Democrats across 
the country: how many African 
Americans turn out to vote. 

The issue is paramount in 
Maryland, where President Obama 
is scheduled to appear this week 
with O’Malley, a Democrat, in a bid 


to bolster enthusiasm for 0 ’Malle 3 A’s 
campaign against Robert L. Ehrlich 
Jr., a Republican. 

The president’s appearance will 
punctuate a race in which O’Malley, 
a former mayor of Baltimore, and 
Lt. Gov. Anthony G. Brown, a Dem- 
ocrat and former Prince George’s 
County state delegate, have become 
fixtures at community picnics and 
church services in those two large 
majority-African American juris- 
dictions. 

Ehrlich, who eight years ago 
turned to Prince George’s for an 
African American running mate 
— Michael S. Steele, now chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee — has largely retreated

from the vote-rich county, focusing 
his campaign elsewhere. 

And unlike O’Malley, he is not 
yet reaching Prince George’s vot- 
ers through Washington-area 
TV ads. 

Even Ehrlich strategists 
acknowledge that it will be nearly 
impossible for the Republican to 
win if O’Malley can motivate Afri- 


can Americans to go to the polls in 
numbers similar to those in recent 
Maryland elections. 

That kind of turnout is not a 
given. Among the troubling signs 
for Democrats was the dismal turn- 
out for last month’s primaries in 
Prince George’s, where few other 
competitive races will be on the 
ballot Nov. 2 in Maryland’s largest 
majority-black jurisdiction. 

“African American turnout is 
the ballgame in this year’s guber- 
natorial election,” said Rich- 
ard Cross, a former Ehrlich aide 
who writes a political blog and 
is not working for the campaign.

Scenes of Innocence in Civil War 



McLean, Va. 

A Virginia collector has donated to 
the Library of Congress the larg- 
est trove of Civil War-era photo- 
graphs depicting average soldiers 
that the institution has received 
in at least 50 years, officials said 
last week. 

The stunning photographs — 
small, elegant ambrotypes and 
tintypes — show hundreds of the 
young men who fought and died 
in the war, often portrayed in the 
innocence and idealism before the 
experience of battle. 

The pictures, almost 700 in 
all, make up the bulk of the col- 
lection of Tom Liljenquist, 58, of 
McLean, who operates a chain of 
Washington-area jewelry stores 
and with his sons has been buy- 
ing Civil War photographs for the 
past 15 years. 

The images show the striking 
youth of the soldiers of the l860s. 
Many seem barely out of boy- 



hood and too young for the trials 
ahead of them. Yet, as Liljenquist 
remarked last week, they became 
saviors of the country. 

The donation comes on the eve 
of the war’s sesquicentennial, and 
the library plans a major exhibition 
of the photos in April, on the anni- 


versary of start of the war. 

“This is an amazing gift of 
Civil War material,” said Carol M. 
Johnson, curator of photography 
in the library’s prints and photo- 
graphs division, “a landmark gift.”

A Haunting Patriarch 


HBO offers a new 
view of Colombian 
felon Pablo Escobar 


Documentary 

As the title implies, the 
documentary “Sins of 
My Father” offers a tale 
of near-biblical proportions, a 
story of ill-gotten fortune, pride, 
madness, murder, revenge and 
reconciliation. If it weren’t based 
on real events, it would seem hard 
to believe. Think “Scarface” meets 
the Old Testament. 

The remarkable film, shown 
entirely in Spanish with English 
subtitles, profiles Sebastian 
Marroquin, the son of notorious

Colombian drug dealer Pablo 
Escobar. Living with his mother in 
exile in Argentina since Escobar’s 
death in 1993, Marroquin has only 
recently emerged to talk about his 
father, his past and his burden. 

The film includes clips of a 
bad “Lifestyles of the Rich and 
Famous” home movie Escobar 
commissioned about himself and 
harrowing accounts of his attempt 
to use terror and murder to take 
over Columbia. 

“Sins” concludes with Sebastian’s 
efforts to personally reconcile 
with the sons of his father’s most 
prominent murder victims, several of 
whom have since become prominent 
members of the Colombian 
government, kevin mcdonough (united
